HE ROYAL COMMISSION ON 
Bilingualism and Biculturalism 
is coming under increasing criticism 
for its professed intention tg put 
out another interim report. \The 
first interim report contained a 
mass of material of an inconclusive 
nature, 
recommendations that the public 
waited for, not a voluminous com- 
_-pilation of the comments that had 
been gathered from end to end. of 
the country. But the results of the 
survey, said the commission, ‘must 
await fiirther study. 
Now a second interim report is 
announced, and. we appear to be as 


far from the meat of the bi-and-bi- 
-—-meal-as-ever. In addition the-com- 


mission is ‘still travelling the coun- 
try, receiving further briefs and 


i petitions from the public, and pre- 


sumably becoming still further 
smothered in the vast accumulation 
of material that has been gathered. 

The chief spokesmen of Canada’s 
people have long agd been heard. 
There is surely little that can now 
be added to their presentations, and 
the tendency inevitably will be for 
die-hard extremists, zealots and 
other highly prejudiced persons to 
hang on to the end, as long as the 
commission will listen. ‘These can- 
not fairly represent the opinions of 
Canadians in general, so that so 
long a prolongation of the commis- 
sion’s hearings may well be a waste 
of time. 

But a more fundamental criti- 
cism must also be’ considered. The 
Canada of today is not the Canada

whose internal turmoil originally 
called forth the bi-and-bi commis- 
sion. The commission’s eventual 


findings may be similarly out-dated.- 
s There have been important , 


changes in.the concept of .Quebec’s 
relationship to the rest of the coun- 
try. There has been legislation 
which goes far to meet many of the 
protests which the people of Quebec 
were voicing. Above all, although 
our problems are by no means 
solved, there has been created a 
new racial climate in Canada, 
wherein, Canadians . of non-French . 
derivation have received a fresh— 
perhaps in many cases a first—look 
at. their French-language compa- 
triots. 

The establishment of the com- 
mission was itself a part of this new 


inter-racial approach. Since a major: 


factor in Quebec’s disquiet was the 
frustration caused by a lack of rec- 


-ognition and consideration on, the 


part of the rest of the country, the 
ensuing widespread attention given 
to French-Canadian affairs in itself 
has considerably assuaged French 
resentment. 

In this light, the mere appoint- 
ment of the commission, demon- 
strating as it did a real concern for 
Quebec’s interests, was in effect a 
partial answer. to the inter-racial 
problem. As things now stand the 
commission would best fulfil its 
continuing. function if it were to 


_ desist from churning out inconclu- 


sive interim reports and get on with 
the busine ss of quietly forraulating 
its definitive recommendations. 


Time to Show a Green Light 


T= RELUCTANCE OF GOV- 

ernment to interfere in the 
initial stages of a labor-management 
dispute is understandable. It is 
usually based on a desire to have 
the two sides work out an agree- 
ment on their own without any feel- 
ing that they are being coerced by 
an outside agent. 

However, in more ‘atid more 
cases nowadays it seems that gov- 
ernment is forced to intervene even- 
tually in order to produce a settle- 
ment of. disputes, particularly in 
cases where the public welfare is 
concerned. Increasingly, as well, in- 
tervention is necessary simply to. get 


the parties to a dispute to talk to - 


one another since initial stalemates 
are too often followed by long 
periods of non-communication. 

The current dispute between the 
Pacifie Great Eastern Railway. and 
members of the Brotherhood of 
Railway Trainmen seems to be a 
classic case in which the govern- 
ment should step in at the earliest 
possible moment and attempt to 
bring the parties*to agreement. Or 
better, since the railway is gov- 
ernment-owned, set up a neutral 
authority to assist with the problem. 
' This is not a case of a simple 
strike for higher pay but rather, 

4 


as are so many labor disputes today, 
one in which a cumulative series of 
union grievances has led to a walk- 
out. The railroad management 


‘claims it has asked repeatedly -for 


an explanation of what grievances 
the union would like to discuss ‘and 


this has been refused by the PGE. 

The result to date has been stale- 
mate,-spread of the walk-out and 
curtailment of needed rail services. 
And the public, which is vitally con- 
cerned both because of the trans- 
portation tie-up and the fact that 
the PGE is a publicly-owned rail- 
road, is left in the dark. 

From this point on there is 
bound to be a hardening of attitudes 
on both sides, a reluctance to make 
any concessions which might be 


interpreted as a sign of weakness. 


The odds are that. government 
intervention — even if only to get 


management and union together to- 


discuss the situation — will have to 
take place eventually. So why not 
now before losses to both sides, and 
to the public, grow any greater?

and so on. But it is quite another thing 
to require, under threat of penalty, simi- 
lar disclosures by Canadian companies 
whose stocks are simply traded over 
the counter: in transaetions over which 
the affected firms can have no control, 
This is what the SEC now pfoposes to do, 


Extra-Territorial Authority 


.The assertion of such an extra-terri- 
torial authority (the new regulations 
would apply to any Canadian company 
doing business with the United States 
if it has total assets of over a million 
dollars and 750 or more shareholders) is 
obviously offensive whether the power is 
seriously intended to be used or not. But 
the immediate concern is with {pe prac- 
tical ‘effect of the regulations. 

From the talks in Washington, Cana- 
dian officials derived an impression 
that the SEC is open to persuasion on 
the question of enforcement. As the regu-

No president could have written 
Mr. Acheson's books, especially his latest 
one. They are far too witty, ironic and 
indiscreet. 


No Vote Appeal 


You don't make votes that way. You 
only make literature and illuminate 
human events. The illumination of events 
‘in Mr. Acheson's case is startling enough, 
the illumination of the writer even more 
surprising. But it won't surprise anyone 
who knows the private man of infinite 
jest and most excellent fancy as dis- 
tinguished from the rather frightening 
public statesman. ' 

Here I am not concerned with the 
literary values in and Noon, 
Mr. Acheson's story of his life up to the 
point where it became one of the most 
influential in our time. In passing I note 
only that it will be a misfortune, almost 
a crime, if he fails to complete the 
record of his finest hours. 

However, this book, which comes so 
trippingly from the tongue," has a peri- 
pheral interest to Canada and a central 
importance to the world. ‘ 

Mr. Acheson, it turns out, began his 
manhood in the Canadian wilderness, 
working on the railway with pick and 
shovel. It was a good apprenticeship to 

life. And since his ancestors had been 
Canadians, an extra asset to any man, 
he took into the state department later 
on an intimate knowledge of our country 
lacking in all presidents.

Roosevelt got 
the opinion he wanted and the destroy- 
ers helped to win the Battle of Britain. 


Old Concepts

Canada, originally’ a “chant 
national” of French-speaking 
Canadians; The Maple Leaf 
Forever, formerly used widely 
by English-speaking Canadi- 
ans, and God Save the Queen. 

The music for O Canada 
was written in 1880 by Calixa 
Lavallee, a resident of Ver- 
cheres.
